The fkirſt oꝛi⸗ 
ginall and ground wherok, pf a man would ſearch dut by the 
aunciet fathers, he ſghal finde that the ſame was not oꝛdeined 
but of a good purpoſe, and foꝛ a great aduauntement of gods 
lineſſe. Foꝛ they ſo oꝛdered the matter, that the whole Bpble 
(oꝛ the greater part therof) ſhuld be red ouer once in the pere: 
entending therby that the cleargy and ſpectally ſuch as wers 
miniſters ot the congregation; ſhoulde{bp'often readpng and 
meditatton ot Gods woꝛde) be ſtpzred vp to godlpneſle them 
ſelues, and be moꝛe hable to exhozt other by holſome doctrine 
and to confute them that were aduerſaries to the trueth. And 
further, that the people by daply hearing ot holy ſcripture red 
in the Church, ſhould continually p2ofite moꝛe t moꝛe in the 
knowledge of god, and be the moꝛe enflamed with the lone of 
bis true religion. But theſemanyyeres paſſed, this godlye 
and decent o2der of the auncicnt fathers hath ben ſoaltered, 
b:oken,andnegleced, by plantyng in vncertayne Sto2yes, 
Legenves,Reſpondes, Uerſes, vapne Repeticions, Comes 
mozations, and Sinodalles, that commonly when anp booke 
of the: Byblo was begon, befoze thꝛe oꝛ foure Chapters were 
read out, all the reſt are vnread. And in this ſozt the booke or 
E ſay was begon in aduent, and the boke of Geneſis in Sep 
tuageſima: but they were only begon, neuer read through. 
After a like ſozt were other bokes of holy ſcripture vſed. And 
moꝛeouer, where as S. Paule woulde haue ſuche language 
ſpoken to tbe people in the churth, as they myght vnderſtand 
t haue pꝛofit by hearyng the ſame:the ſeruite in this Church 
of Englandeſtheſe manpe peres) haue ben read in Latin to 
the people, which thep vnderſtode not: ſo that they haue hard 
with thep2 eares oneip, and they2 heart, ſpirite, and mynde 
haue not ben edified therby. And furthermoze, notwithſtan⸗ 
dyng that the auncient fathers haue deuided the pſalmes into 
vii. poztions, wherof euerp one was called a Nocurne:nowe 
of late tyme,a tewe of them haue ben dayly ſapde, and = = 
peate 
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would tudge this way moze painfall, becauſe that al thynges 
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peated, and the reit vtterly omitted, Pozeouer, the number 


and hardneſſe of the rules called the Pye, and the manyfold 


chaungpnges of the ſcruice, was the cauſe, that to turne the 
boke onely was ſo harde and intricate a matter, that manye 
times there was mo2e buſines to fynde out what ſhoulde be 
read, then to reade it when it was founde out, 

Theſe inconueniences therfoze conſidered, here is ſet fozth 
ſuch an oꝛder, whereby the ſame ſhalbe redꝛeſſed. And foꝛ a 
redineſſe in this matter, here is dzawenout a Kalender foz 
that purpoſe, which is plapne and eaſp to be vnderſtanded, 
wherein(fo much as map be) the readpng of holy Scriptures 
is ſo ſet fozth, that all thynges ſhalbe done in ozder, without 
bꝛeakyng one piece therof fro another. Fo2 this cauſe be cut 
of Anthemes, Reſpondes, Inuitatozies, t ſuch lyke thinges 
as dvd bzeake the continuall courſe of the readyng ot the ſcrip 
ture. Pet becauſe there is no remedye, but that of neceſſitte 
there muſt be ſome rules:therfoze certapne rules are here ſet 
fozth, which as they be few in num ber, ſo they be plaine and 
eaſy to be vnderſtanden. So that here pou haue an oꝛder foz 
pꝛaper (as touching the readpng of holp ſcripture) much agre- 
able to the mpnd and purpoſe of the old fathers, and a great 
deale moze pꝛofitable and tommodious, then that whiche of 
late was vſed.Jt is moze p2ofitable, becauſe here are left out 
many thinges, wherofſome be vntrue, ſome vncertain, ſome 
vapne and ſuperſticions:and is oꝛdepned nothyng to be read, 
but the very pure woꝛd of God, the holy Scriptures, oz that 
which is euldently grounded vpon the ſame, and that in ſuch 
a language and o2der,as is moſte eaſp and plapne fo2 the vn- 
derſtandyng both of the readers and hearers. It is alſo moze 
tommodious, both fo2 the ſhoꝛtnes therof, and fo: the plains 
nes of the ozdcr, and fo2 that the rules be few and eaſp. Furs 
thermoze, by this o2der, the Curates ſhall nede none other 
bokes fo2 thep2 publique ſeruice, but this Boke and the Bp⸗ 
ble. By the meanes wherof the people ſhal not be at ſo great 
charge fo2 bokes, as in tyme paſt they haue bene, 

And where heretofo2e there bath ben great dincrſitie tn ſap⸗ 
ing and ſpngyng in Churchcs within this Reatme, ſome fo- 
lowpng Saliſburpe vie, ſome Herfozde vſe, ſome the vſe of 
Bangor, ſome of Bozke, x ſome of Lincolne; Now fro hence- 
koꝛth al the whole Realme ſhall haue but one vſe, And if any 
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mult he read vpon the boke, wheras befoze by the reaſo of ſo 

often repeticion, thei could ſay many thinges by hart: ik thoſe 
men wil weigh their labour, with the pzofite and knowledge 
whiche daply they ſhall obtapne by readinge vpon the beoke, 
they wyll not refuſe the papne, inconſtderation of the great 
pꝛofite that ſhal enſue therof. 

And foꝛaſmuche as nothinge can almoſte be ſo playnely ſet 
fo2th, but doubtes map riſe in the vſe ep2aciſing of the ſame: 
To appeaſe al ſuch ditierſitie(ffany aryſe) and fo2 the reſolu⸗ 
tion of all doubtes concerning the maner how to vnderſtand, 
do and execute the thinges contepned in this boke : The par- 
ties that ſo doubt, oʒ diuerſiy take any thinge,ſhall alwayes 
reſoꝛt to the biſhop of the dioceſſe, who by his diſcretion ſhall 
take o2der fo2 the quieting and appeaſing of the ſame, ſo that 
the ſame oꝛder be not contrary to any thing contepned in this 
boke. Andypfthe Byſhop of the dioceſe be in any doubt, then 
map he reridefo? the reſolation therof vnto the Archbychop. 

Though it be appointed in the afozewzitten Pꝛeface, that 
all thinges ſhalbe read and ſonge in the Churche in the Eng⸗ 
liche tounge⸗ ta thende that the congregation map be thereby 
edified pet it is not ment, but when men ſay Poznynge and 
Eueningpꝛaper pꝛiuatelp, they may ſay the ſame in any lan⸗ 
guage that they them ſelues do vnderſtand . 

And all Pꝛieſtes and Deacons ſhalbe bounde to ſay daply 
the Poznyng and Euening pꝛaper, eyther paiuately o2 opens 
ly,ercept they be let by pꝛeaching, ſtudying of dittinitte, oz by 


ſome other vrgent cauſe,  * EY | 

And the Curate that miniftreth in euery paryſhe Church 
62 Chappell, beyngat home, and nat beyngotherwiſe reaſo⸗ 
nably letted, ſhal ſay the ſame in the paryſh Church oz Chaps 
pell where he miniſtreth, and ſhall toll a bell therto,a conue⸗ 
nient time befo2e he begin, that ſuch as be diſpoſed may come 
to heare Gods wozde,and to pꝛap with him, 
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why ſomebe abolyſhed and 
tome.

Some are put away, becauſe the great exceſſe 
and multitude of them, hath ſo increaſed in theſe 
latter dates, that the burthen of them was intol⸗ 
lerable, whereof. 75 Auguſtine in hys tyme com- 
plapned, that 141860 Theil ro wen to luche a num⸗ 
. the it a people was in wozle 
caſe(concerninge ACY — then were the-Je- 
wes. And he counſapled; that ſuch poke and bur- 
then ſboulde 8 taken away,as time would ſerue 
gt v to do it. 

But what. would S. Juguſtine haue ſayde,yf 
he had ſeene the Ceremonies of late dayes vſed a- 
monge vs7.u9hereunto.the multitude vſed in hys 
ame ee to be compared. Thys our ie 

Multi 
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multitude ot ceremonies was ſo great, and many 
of them ſo darke: that thei did moꝛe confound and 
darken, then declare and tet fozth Chꝛpſtes bene⸗ 
„„ ²U— 

And beſides this. Chziffes Goſpell is not a Ce- 
remontal lawe (as much ot Poſes law was) but 
it is a religion to ſerue god. not in bondage of the 
figure oz ado we. but in the freedome ofſpirite, 
being content only with thole ceremonies, which 
do ſerue to a decent oꝛder and godlt dileipline, and 
fuche as be apt to ſtirre vp the dull minde of man 
to the temembꝛaunce ok his duetie to G'O De by 
tome notabie and tpeciall ſignificatton, whereby 
he might be edified; va 4 131 . 540 4 357 1 FL 

Furthermoꝛe the moſt weyghtte cauſe of the a- 
bolichment of certaine ceremonies was, that thei 
were ſo farre abuſed, partly by the ſuperfiictous 
blyndnes of the rude g vnlearned, & partly by the 
vnſaciable auarice of ſuche as ſought moze their 
owne lucre then the gloꝛy of god, that the abuſes 
could not well be tanen away, the thynge remay- 
ning ſtyl. But now as concerning thole perſons, 
which peraduenture wil be offended.foz tome of 
thold ceremonies are retepned bill: if they cöllder 
that without ſome ceremonies, it is not poſſible 
to kepe ant o2der;o2 quiet diſcipline in the church. 
they ſhal eally perceiue iuſt cauſe to retoꝛme their 
iudgmẽtes. Ind if thei think much þ any ot thold 
do remain. would rather haue al deuifeda new

Furthermoꝛe, uch ſhall haue no iuit 
cauſe with the Ceremonpes reſerued to be offen- 
ded. Foꝛ as thoſe be taken away which were molt 
abuſed, and dyd burden mens coniciences with- 
out any cauſe : ſo the other that remapyne, are re- 
tained fo2 a diſcipline and oꝛder, which(vpon iuſt 
cauſes) map be altered and chaunged, and there⸗ 
koꝛe are not to be eſtemed equal with Gods la we. 
And mozeover, they be neyther darke noz dombe 
Ceremonies : but are fo ſet fozth, that euerp man 
may vnderſtande what they do meane, 4 to what 
ble they do lerue. So that it is not lyke that they 
in tyme to come, ſhoulde be abuſed as the other 
haue ben. Ind in theſe our doinges, we condepne 
no other nacions.noꝛ pꝛeſcribe any thyng but to 
our owne people onelp. Foz we thynke it conue⸗ 
nient that euerp coũtrey ſhould vſe ſuch Ceremo⸗ 
nies as they ſhall thynke beſt, to the ſettyng koꝛth 
of Gods honour and glo2p, and to the reduling of 
the people to a moſte perfect and Godly lpupnge.

to put him to death) but kounde none: yea when 
many falſe witneſles came, yet tounde thei none, 
At the laſt came, 11. falſe witneſſes, and ſapd: This 
felow ſaped. J am hable to deſtrope the temple of 
God. and to builde it agapne in thꝛee dapes. And 
the chiefe Pꝛieſt aroſe, and ſapde vnto him: aun 
twereſt thou nothing! why do theſe beare witnes 
againſt thee? But Jeſus helde his peace. Ind the 
chiete Pꝛieſte aunſ wered, and ſatde vnto Hym, J 
charge thee by the liuinge God, that thou tell vs, 
Whether thou be Chꝛiſte the ſonne of God. Jeſus 
ſaid vnto him: thou haſt ſatd, Neuertheles F ſaye 
vnto pou, hereafter ſhall pe ſee the ſonne of man 
ſitting on the right hand of power. and comming 
in the cloudes of the ſky. Then the hie Pꝛieſt rent 
his clothes, ſaping: he hath ſpoken blaſphempye, 
What nede wee ok any mote witneſſes? Beholde, 
no we ye haue harde his blaſphemie. what thinke 
ve? Thep ant wered, and ſapd:He is wozthy to dye. 
Then dyd they ſpit in his face, and buffeted hym 
with kiſtes. Ind other ſmote him on the face with 
the palme of their handes, lapinge: tell vs thou 
Chꝛyſt. who is he that ſmote the? Peter ſat with 
out in the court, and a damoſel came to hpm, fay- 
inge:thou alſo waſt with Jeſus of Galile: but he 
denped beloze them all,ſapinge:J wote not wow 
0 
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thou fatT7:1dhen he was gone out into the poꝛch. 
another wenche fa we hym, and ſayde vnto them 
that were there: This telowe was alſo with Je. 
© cus of Hazareth. Andagapne he denped with an 
othe, ſapinge: J do not no we che man. Akter a 
whrle came vnto hym they that ſtode by, and ſaid 
vnto Peter: ſurely thou art euen one of them, koꝛ 
thy ſpeache bewꝛapeth thee, Then began he to 

curſe and to fweare, that he knewe not the man. 
And immediatly the Cocke kre we. And Peter re- 
membꝛed the woꝛd of Feſtx, which ſaid vnto him: 
befoze the cocke kro we, thou (alt denp me thzile: 
and he went out and wepte bytterly, hen the 
moꝛnyng was come, al the chief Pꝛieſtes and El⸗ 
ders of the people helde acounſell again Jeſus, 
to put him to death, and bꝛought him bound; and 
deliuered hym vnto Poncius Pilate the deputpe. 
Chen Judas (which had betrayed him) ſeing that 
he was condemned, repented him ſelfe,#bzought - 
again the.rrr. plates of ſiluer to the chiet᷑ pꝛieſtes 
and elders, ſaping: J haue ſpnned, betraying the 
innocent bloud. Ind they lapde: what is that to 
vs? Se thou tc that. Ind he caſt do wne the ſiluer 
plates in the temple, and departed, and went and 
hanged hym ſelfe. Ind the chiefe pꝛieſtes toke the 
lpluer plates and ſatd:Jt is not lawful foꝛ to put 
them into the treaſure, becauſe it is the pꝛyce of 
bloud, Ind they toke counſaple, and bought with 
them a potters fielde to bury ſtrangers in, Wher⸗ 
foze the fielde is called Paceldema, that is, the 
kielde of bloud, vntyll this day, Then was fultyl- 
led that which was ſpoken by Jeremy the Pz0- 
phete, ſaying: and they toke. xrx. filuer plates, the 
F. lit. pꝛyce 
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p:ice of him that was valued, whom they bought 
of the chyldꝛen of Jſraell, and gaue them foz the 
potters fielde, as the Loꝛde appointed me. Jeſyg 
{ode beboze the deputie, a the-deputie aſked hym. 
ſaying; Art thou the kyng of the Jewes ? Jeſus 
ſayde-vnto-hym: thou tapeſt. Ind when he waz 
accuſed of the chief Pꝛieſtes  Elders,he aunſwe. 
red nothyng. Chen {ayd Pilate vnto him: Hearef 
thou not howe many witnefles they lay agaynfte 
thee; and he aun{wered hym to neuer a woꝛde:in⸗ 
Comuch that the deputie maruepled greatly. It 
that feaſt, the deputie was wont to delyuer vnto 
the people a pziſonex, whom they woulde deſyze, 
He had then a notable pꝛiſoner called Barrabas: 
Therkoꝛe when they were gathered together. pi⸗ 
late [ayde: whether wyll ye that J geue loſe vnto 
you, Barrabas, oꝛ Jeſus which is called Chzyſte? 
Fo2 he knewe that koꝛ enuy they hadde delpuered 
him, udhen he was let do wne to geue tudgement, 
vis wike tet vnto him ſaying:haue thou nothyng 
to do with that iuſt man. fo J haue ſuffred this 
daye many thynges in my tlepe, becauſe of hym. 
But the chiete pꝛieſtes and elders perl waded the 
people that they (Mould aſke Barrabas,; deſtrop 
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he toke water, and wached his handes defoze the 
bs pk ſaying :'J am innocent of the blouddeof 
this iuſt perſon, ſee ye. Then aynſweredall the 
people, and ſapde : his bloud be on vs and on our 
chyldꝛen. Ehen let he Barrabas looſe vnto them 
and ſcourged Jeſus, 'and delpuered hym to bee 
crucified 'Thenthe couldiours of the deputie toke 
Jeſus into the common hall. and gathered vnto 
hym all the company, and they ſtrypped hym and 
put on hym a purple robe; and platted a crowne 
2 and püt it vppon his head, & a rede in 
his right hand, e bowed the knee bekoꝛe hym and 
mocked h Taping: Haple kyng of the Jewes, 
.. vpon pn, they toke the 
rede and ſindte him on the head. Ind tet: that 
they had mocked gym they tone the robe ot hym 
e eee owne rapment on hym, and 
led him away to crucitie hym. And as they came 
out, they ound a man of Cirene (named Simon) 
hem t de b u eroſſe. And they 
came onto the /place whiche is called Golgoths, 
that is to ſaye ( place of dead tneng ccitlies) and 
gaue hym vineger myngled with gall to dzynke : 
and when he had taſted thereok he woulde not 
dꝛinke. no hen they had crucified hym, they parted 

his garmentes and dyd cact lottes, that it Apa 
be fulfylied whiche Was ſpoken by the Pꝛophete. 
They besten my garmentes among them, and 
bpon-mp Leun 0 they caſt lottes, Ind they ſat - 
and watched him there. ſet'bp ouer his head Ye 
cauſe of his death'wiitte:This is Jeſus þ _ 
= Jewes.Then were ther two theues crucſited 
with him, one on the nbeh en 5 

iti. ekt. 
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left. They that paſſed by, reupled hym, w aggynge 
—. heades,and ſaying: thou that deſtroiedſt the 
mple of God, and dpydſt builde it in th:ee dayes, 
— "thy ſelfe, It how be the ſonne of Sod. , Come 
downe from the croſle. Lykewyſe alſo the bye 
Pꝛieſtes mockyng him with the Scribes and El 
ders,ſaid:he ſaued-other, himſelf he can not ſaue. 
Ik he be the kyng of Jſraell, let hym nowe come 
downe from the croſle, a we wyll beleue hym. He 
truſted in God. let hym delpuer hym no we yk he 
wyl haue him: foꝛ he laid. J am the ſonne of God, 
The theues alſo which were crucified with hym, 
caſt the ſame in his teeth. From the ſixth houre 
was there darkneſle ouer all the lande vntpll the 
ninth houre.

Pilate aunt wered them taping: wyll 
pe that let looſe vnto vou the king of Þ Jewes? 
fo2 he knewe that the hie Pꝛieſtes had delpuered 
hym of enup. But the hie pꝛieſtes moued the pec- 
ple that he ſhoulde rather delyuer Barrabas vn⸗ 
to them. Pilate aunſwered agayne, and ſapd vn⸗ 
to them: what wyll pe that J then do vnto hym 
whom ye call the kyng of the Jewes? And they 
cryed agaypne,crucifie hym. Pilate ſayd vnto the; 
what euyl hath he done: Ind they cryed the moze 
feruently,crucifie hym. And \o Pplate wyllyng 
to content the people. lette looſe Barrabasbuto 
them. and deliuered vpJeſus(when he had'fcour- 
ged him) koꝛ to be crucified , Ind the ſouldtours 
led hym away into the common hall, and called 
together the whole multitude , and they clothed 
hym with purple, and they platted a crawne ol 
thoꝛnes, and crowned him withall, and beganne 
to ſalute hym : Yayle kynge of the Jewes, And 
they ſmote him on the head with a reede, and dyd 
ſpyt vpon him, and bowed they: knees, and woꝛ⸗ 
ſhypped hym . And when they had mocked hym. 
they toke the purple of him, and putte hys o wne 
clothes on hym, and led him out to crucitie hym. 
And thet compelled one that paſſed bie, called Si 
mon of Sirene (the father of Alexander and Ku⸗ 
kus) which came out of þ field, to beare his croſle, 
And they bꝛought hym to a place named Golgo⸗ 
tha ( whiche pt a manne interpꝛete) is the place of 
dead mens ſculles: and they gaue hym to dꝛynbe 
wine mingled with mirre, but he receiued it .

Ind when they had crucified him, ther parted his 
garmentes,caſiyng lots vpon them, what euerp 
man ſhoulde take . And it was about the thyꝛde 
houre, and ther crucified him. And the title ot his 
cauſe was wzitten;The king of the Jewes, And 
they crucified with hum two theues, the one on 
his right hand. a the other on his lelt Ind þ\crip- 
ture was kulkplled., which lapth: he was counted 
among the wicked. Ind they that went by rayled 
on him, waggynge their heades and lapinge: A 
wꝛetch. thou that deſtropeſt the temple, and buil- 
deſt it againe in thꝛe daies, ſaue thy ſelk and come 
do wne from the croſſe. Likewiſe alſo mocked him 
the hye pꝛieſtes among the ſelues. with the Scri⸗ 
bes, and ſayde: he ſaued other men, hymſeite he 
cannot caue. Let Chꝛiſt the king of:Jſrael delcẽd 
nowe from the croſſe, that we may ſe and beleue. 
And they that were crucified with hym, checked 
him alſo. And whe che ſirt hour was come, dark- 
nes aroſe ouer al the earth, vntil the ninth hour. 
And at the ninth houre;Feſus cried with a loude 
voice, ſaying, Eloy. Elop.lamaʒabathany: which 
is (it one interpꝛete it) my God. mp God, why halt 
thou koꝛtaken me? Ind ſome of the that ſtode by, 
when they heard that, ſayd:beholde he calleth koꝛ 
Helias. Ind one ranne and fylled a ſponge full of 
vineger,+ put it on a rede. a gaue hym to dzynke, 
ſlaping: let hym alone, let vs ſee whether Helpas 
wyll come and take him downe. But Jeſus cry- 
ed with a loud boyce;and gaue vp the ghoſt, And 
the vayle of the Temple rent in two pieces from 
the top to the bottome. Ind when the Centurion 
(which ſtods befozeyim)ſaw that he ſo cryed, and 
G. ii. gaue 
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the lyttle. and of Joſes. a Mary Salome(whiche 
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gaue vp the ghoſt, he ſapde: truely thys man was 
the ſonne of God. There were alſo women a good 
way of, beholding him: amonge whom was Ma⸗ 
Magdalene, and Mary the mother of Jameg 


alſo wh? he was in Galile had folowed him, and 
miniſtred vnto hym) and manpe other women 
which came vp with him to Jerulalem. And now 
when the euen was come (becaute it was the day 
of pꝛeparingthat goeth befoze the Sabboth) Jo- 
ſeph of the Citie of Iramathfe a noble countay- 
lour; which alſo loked foz the kyngdome of God, 
came and went in boldly vnto Pilate. and begged 
of him the body of Jelu. Ind Pylate maruepled 
that he was already dead. and called vnto him the 
Centurion. and aſked of him whether he had ben 
any. whyle dead. And when he knewe the trueth 
of the Centurto,he gaue the body to Foſeph, and 
he bought a lynnen cloth. and tooke hym downe, 
and w2apped hym in the linnen cloth, and layde 
him in a ſepulchꝛe that was hewen out of a rock, 
and rolled a ſtone befoze the doꝛe of the ſepulchꝛe. 


And Mary Magdalene, and Mary Joſes behelde 
where he was lapde,

oꝛdepned without bloud. Foz when Moyſes had 
declared all the commaundementes to al the peo- 
ple, accozdinge to the la we, he tooke the blond of 
Calues and of Goates, wyth water and purple 
wolle, and yſope, and ſpzynkiled both the booke 
and al the people,{aying: this is the bloud of the 
Teſtament, which god hath appointed vnto you. 
Mozeouer,he fp:inkled p Tabernacle with bloud 
alſo,and all the miniſtring veſſels, Ind almoſt al 
thinges are by the la we purged with bloud, and 
without ſhedding of bloud is no remiſſion. It is 
nede then, that the ſimilitudes of heauenly thin- 
ges be purified with ſuche thynges: but that the 
heauenly thynges them ſelues, bee pnrified with 
better ſacrifices then are thoſe. Fo2 Chꝛyſt is not 
entred into the holye places that are made with 
handes,(whiche are ſimilitudes of true thynges) 
but is entred into very heaue,foz to appeare now 
in the ſyght of God koꝛ vs: not to offer. hym ſelfe 


often, as the hye pꝛieſt entreth into the holy place 
euerp.yere with ſtraunge bloud : koꝛ then muſk he

And he ſaide vnto them: beholde, when pe enter 
into the citte, there (hal a man mete you bearpng 
a pitcher ot water: him folow into the ſame houſe 
that he entreth in, and pe wal ſay vnto the good⸗ 
man of the houle: the mayſter ſayeth vnto thee, 
where is the geaſt chamber where J hal eate the 
Paſſeouer with my diſciples? And he Wal che we 
vou a great perlour paued, there make readi. And 
they went and founde as he had ſapdbnto them, 

and they made ready the Paſſeouer, And whe the 
houre was come, he ſat downe, and the. it, Apo- 
ſtles with him. Ind he ſaid vnto them, J haue in⸗ 
wardly deſired to eate thys Paſleouer with pou, 
befoze that J ſuffer, Fo2 J ſapvnto pou:hẽcefoꝛth 
wil J not eate of it anp moze, vntil it be fulfilled 
in the kingdome of God.

Foz J ſay bnto you: J wil not dzinke 
of the fruite ot this vine, vntil the kingdome of 
God come, Ind he tooke bzeade,and when he had 
geuen thankes, he bꝛake tt, a gaue vnto them.ſat- 
ing: This is my body which is geuẽ fo2 you:This 
do in the remembꝛaunce of mee. Lykewyſe allo 
when he had ſupped. he toke the cup ſaping: This 
cup is the new Ceſtament in my bloud, whych is 
ſhed fo2 you, pet behold; the hande of him that be- 
traieth me. is with me on the table. and truly the 
ſonne ot ma goeth as it is appointed, but wo vn⸗ 
to that man by whom he is betrayed, Ind thei be 
gan to enquire among them ſelues, which of the 
it was that ſhould do it. Ind there was a ſtrife a⸗ 
mong them which of them ſchoulde ſeme to be the 
greateſt. Ind he ſaid vnto them: the kinges of na- 
cions raigne ouer them, and they that haue auc⸗ 
thoꝛitie vpon thẽ, are called gracious: but ye al 
not ſo be.

Ind he ſatd vnto hym:Lo2de, J am readpe to go 
with thee into pꝛiſon, and to death. Ind he ſayd: 
I tell thee Peter, the Cocke ſhall not krowe thys 
daye, tyll thou haue denped me th2yſe that thou 
knoweſt me. nd he ſatd vnto them, when A ſent 
you without wallet, and ſcrip, and ſhoes, lacked 
pe any thyng? And they ſapde, no. Then ſapde he 
vnto them: but nowe he that hath a wallet, let 
him take it vp, a lykewile his ſcrip. And he that 
hath no t woꝛde, let him ſel his coate and bye one. 
Foꝛ J ſape vntopou, that pet the ſame whiche is 
wꝛitten. muſt be perfourmed in me:euen amonge 
the wycked was he reputed: Foꝛ thoſe thynges 
whiche are wꝛiten of me haue an ende. Ind they 
ſaide: Loꝛde beholde, here are two lwoꝛdes: and 
he ſaide vnto them: it is enough. And he came 
out. and wente (as he was wonte) to mount Olp⸗ 
uete. And the diſciples folowed him. Ind when 
he came to the place, he ſapde vnto them: pꝛap.leſt 
ve kal into temptation. Ind he gat himſelfe from 
them about a ſtones caſte, and lineled downe and 
p2ayed.ſaying:Father,yf thou wilt, remoue this 
cup from me:Neuertheleſſe,not mp wil but thine 
be fultylled. And there appeared an aungell vnto 
hym from heauen, comkoꝛting hym. And he was 
in an agony and pꝛated the longer, and his ſweat 
was lyke dꝛoppes of bloud. tricking downe to the 
grounde. And when he aroſe from pzaper, @ was 
come to hys dilciples, he kounde them llepyng foz 
heaupneſſe, and he ſaide vnto them: why klepe pe: 
}3pſe and pꝛay.ĩeſt pe fall into temptation. y9hile 
he pet ſpake, beholde. there came a company, and 
he that was called Judas, one of the 8

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bekoꝛe them, and pzeaſednye to Jeſus, to kyle 
him. But Jeſus ſayde vnto him: Judas, betray- 
eſt thou the ſonne of man withatifle: When they 
which were about him.ſawe what would folow, 
they ſapd vnto him: Loꝛd, ſhal weſmpyte with the 
ſwoꝛde! Ind one of them ſmote a ſeruaunt of the 
hie Pꝛieſtes, and ſtroke ok his ryght eare? Jeſus 
aunſwered and ſayde: ſuffer pe thus karre foozth.

Then Jeſus ſaid vnto the hie Pꝛieſtes and rulers 
of the temple, and the elders, which were come to 
him: ye be come out as vnto a thete, with [wozds 
and ſtaues. when J was daplp with pou in the 
temple, pe ſtretched koꝛth no handes agaynſt me: 
but this is euen pour very houre, and the power 
of darknes. Then tone they him and led him. and 
b:ought him to the hie pꝛieſtes houſe, But Peter 
folowed a farre of. Ind when they had kindled a 
yꝛe in the middes of the palace. a were ſet downe 
together. Peter alſo ſat downe among them. But 
when one of the wenches beheld him, as he lat by 
the fyze(and loked vpon him) lhe layde: thys lame 
kelo w was allo with him. Ind he denied him ſap⸗ 
ing, woman, know hym not. Ind after a lyttle 
whyle, another ſawe hym, and ſayde:thou art al- 
ſo of them. Ind Peter ſayde:man J am not. And 
about the ſpace of an houre after , another aſtyꝛ⸗ 
med, ſayinge: verely thys felowe was with hym 
alſo,foz he is of Galile, Ind Peter ſapde: man. J 
wote not what thou ſapeſt. Ind immedtiatlpe 
whyle he pet ſpake, the Cocke rewe. And the 
Loꝛde turned backe and loked vppon Peter. And 


Peter remembꝛed the wooꝛde of the Loꝛde, a 
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he had ſayde vnto hym : befoze the Cocke krowe 
thou (halt denye me thziſe : Ind Peter went out 
and wept bytterly . And the men that toke Jeſus 
mocked him, and ſmote. hym: and when they Had 
blynkolded Hym, they ſtrone him on the face, and 
aſked him.ſayinge: Zrede, who is he thatſmote 
thee? And manpe other thinges defpttefully ſayd 
they againſt hym. And aſlone as it was daye the 
Elders ol the people, andthe hye Pꝛieltes and 
Scribes came together, and ledde hym into they 
countell, ſaying:à rt thou very Chꝛiſt: tel vs. And 
he ſayd vnto them: ik J tel you, ye will not beleue 
me:and if I aſfie you, you wyl not aunc were, no:

toꝛe. whoſoeuer ſbat eate ot this bzead and dꝛzinne 
bk this cup of the Loꝛde vn woꝛthely, halbe gylty 
of the body and'Vloud of the Loꝛd. But let a man 
examine himſelte, and ſo let him eate of the bzead 
and dꝛynke of the cuppe. Foꝛ he that eateth and 
dꝛynketch vn woꝛthelpe ,. eateth and dzynkethhys 
owne dampnation, becauſe he maketh no diſte ⸗ 
rence ot the Loꝛdes body.

He whole multitude of them aroſe, 3 


led him vnto Pilate. Ind they began 
do accuſe him ſaying: we founde thys 
e below peruerting the people, and foz- 
bidding to pay tribute to Ceaſer, ſay- 
ing that he is Ch:ift a kyng. Ind Pilate appoſed 
him,ſaying: art thou the kinge of the Jewes: he 
aunſwered him and ſaid: thouſateft it: Then ſaid 
Pylate to the hie Pꝛieſtes & tothe people: kinde 
no fault in this man. Ind they were the moze 
bterſe,ſapinges he moueth the people, trachynge 
thꝛoughout al Jury. and began at Galile euen to 
this place. hen Pilate heard mencion of Galile. 
he aſked whether the man were of Galile. And al⸗ 
fone as he knewe that he belonged vnto Herodes 
iuriſdiction. he ſent him to Herode, whiche was 
alſo at Jeruſalem at that tyme. Ind when Yerod 
la we Jeſus he was exceadyng glad, koz he was 
delirous to ſee him of alongeſeaſon , becauſe he 
had hard many thynges ot him, and he truſted to 
haue ſene tome miracles done by hym. Then he 
queſtioned with hym many wozdes. But he aun⸗ 
wered him nothyng. The hye Pꝛieſtes and Scri⸗ 
bes ſtode fooꝛth and accuſed him ſtraightly. Ind 
Herode with the men ok warre deſpiſed him. Ind 
when hehad mocked him, he arated him in white 
clothing a ſent him againe to Pilate. Ind p ſame 


day Pilate # Herode were made trends ws 
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Fo: befoze they were at variaunce. Ind Pilate 
called together the hye Pꝛieſtes, and the rulers, a 
the people, and ſayd vntd them: pe haue bzoughe 
thys man vnto me, ag one that peruerteth: the 
people: and beholde, J examine hym befozeipou; 
and kynde no fault in thys man ofth oſe thynges 
whereof ye accuſe hym. no noꝛ pet Herode. Foꝛ J 
ſent you vnto him, and loe, nothynge wozthy of 
death is done vnto him: J wyll therefoze chaſten 
him # let himloſe; Foz of neceſſitie he muſt haue 
let one lote to them at that teaſt. Ind all the peo- 
ple cryed at once, ſaping a way with him. and de⸗ 
luer vs Barrabas, which foꝛ a certaine inſurrec- 
tion made in the citie, and foz a murther. was caſt 
into pꝛiſon.Pilate ſpake againe vnto them, wil⸗ 
ling to let Jeſus loſe. But thet cryed,ſaping: Cru- 
cifie him. crucitie him. Ye ſaid vnto the the thirde 
tyme: what euyl hach he done? J fynd no cauſe of 
death in him: J wyltherefoze chaſten him and let 
him go. And they cryed with loude voyces, requi⸗ 
ring that he might be crucified. Ind the voices of 
them,@ of the hte Pꝛieſtes pꝛeuayled. Ind Pilate 
gaue ſentence that it choulde be as they required. 
and he let loſe vnto them, him that (foz inſurrec- 
tion a murther) was caſt into pzyſon, whom they 
had delyꝛed, and he deliuered to them Jelus. to do 
with him what they would. Ind as they led him 
away, ory cought one Simon of Cirene comtng 
out of the kieide . a on htmlayd thei the croſle, that 
he might beare it after Jeſus. And there folowed 
him a great company of people, and of women, 
which bewayled a lamented him. But Jeſus tur⸗ 
ned backe vnto them, a ſayde:pe doughters Jo 
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ruſalem; wepe not fozme, but wepe koꝛ pour ſet- 
ues and foz your childzen, Foz beholde, the dayes 
wyll come. in the which they hall ſay: Happy are 
the barren. and ther wombes that neuer bare, and 
the pappes which neuer gaue ſucke . Then chall 
they begyn to ſay to the mountapnes; fail on vs: 
and to the hilles couer vs. Foꝛ if they do this in a 
greene tree, what all be done in the dꝛye?! Ind 
there were two eupil doers ledde with him to be 
klaine, Ind akter thatther were comet the place 
(Which is called Caluarie)ther ther crutiſied him 
and the euill doers one on the ryght hande, the 
other on the left, Then ſaid Jefus,father koꝛgeue 
them. fo2 they wote not what they doe. Ind they 
parted his rayment; and caſt lottes. Ind the peo⸗ 
ple ſtode and behelde. Ind the rulers mocked him 
with the. ſaping:He ſaued other men. let him ſaue 
him ſelfe yt he be very Chꝛyſt the choſen of God, 
The ſouldiours allo mocked hym, and came and 
offred-him vineger. and ſayd:yf thou be the kinge 
of Je wes; ſane thy ſelfe .. Ind a \uperſcription 
was weitten ouer him with letters of Greke, and 
Latine, a Hebꝛue: his is the king of the Jewes. 
Ind one of the euyll doers whiche were hanged, 
rapled on him, ſaping:it thou be Chaift, ſaue thy 
ſelfe and vg. But the other aun wered and rebu⸗ 
ked hym ſaping:eareſt thou net God. ſeyng thou 
art in the ſame damnation? we are righteoufly 
punpched, foꝛ we receaue accoꝛdyng to our dedes: 
but this man hath done nothyng amplle. And he 
ſapd vnto Jeſus:Loꝛd, remember me when thou 
commeſt into thy kingdome. Ind Jeſus ſayd vn- 
to hym: verely J tap vnco thee, today ſhalt 5 
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be with me in Paradiſe, Ind it was about the. vi 
houre, a there was a darkenes quer all the earth, 
vntyll the nynthhoure, and the ſunne was dar⸗ 
kened, and the bayle ol the Temple dyd rent. euen 
thꝛough the middes. Ind when Jeſus had cryed 
with a loude voyce, he ſayde: Father, into thy 
handes J commend mp ſpirit, And when he thus 
had ſayde,he gaue vp the ghoſt. hen the Centu- 
rion law what had hapned, he gloꝛikied god. (ay⸗ 
ing: verely this was a rightedus man. And al the 
people that came together to ſee that ſyght, and 
ſaw the thynges which Had hapned, ſmote they: 
b:eſtes and returned. And all hys acquaintaunce 
and the women that tolo wed hym from Galtle. 
ſtode a karre ot beholding theſe thynges, Ind be⸗ 
hold, there was a man named Joſeph,acounſay- 
lour, and he was a good man and a iuſt: the ſame 
had not conſented to the caunſavle and deede of 
them, whiche was zA ramathia. a'Citfe:of: the 
 Jewes; whiche ſame aſſo wayteth toꝛ tha —

And it was w2ytten 
in hebꝛue. Greke. and Latine. Then ſayd the hye 
pꝛieſtes of the Je wes to Pilate:wꝛite not king of 
the Jewes,but that he ſapde: J am kynge of the 
Je wes. Pilate aunſwered: what J haue weitten 
that J haue wꝛitten. Then the ſoutdiers, when 
they had crucified Jelus.toke his garmentes and 
made foure partes, to euerp ſouldier a parte, and 
alto his coate. The coate was without ſeame. 
wꝛought vpon thzoughout, They ſapde therkoꝛe 
among them ſelues:iet vs not deuide it. but caſte 
lottes fo2 it who ſhall haue tt, that the ſcrypture 
myght be kultylled taping: They haue parted my 
raiment among them, a fo2 my coate did they caſt 
lottes. Ind the ſouldters did ſuch things in dede. 
There ſtode by þ croſle of Jefus, his mother a his 
mothers fiſter. Mary þ wife ofCleophas,# Mary 
Magdalene. hẽ nn,, ſaw his mother

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and the Diſciple, whom he loued, ſtandynge, he 
ſaith vnto his mother: woman behold thy ſonne, 
Then ſayde he to the Diſciple: beholde thy mo⸗ 
the.

_ Alter theſe thynges, Feſus knowynge that all 
thynges were nowe perfourmed, that the ſcrip- 
ture might be fulfilled, he ſapd:J thyꝛſt. So there 
ſtoode a veſſell by full of vineger : therefoze they 
killed a ſponge with vineger and wound it about 
with Jlope, g put it to his mouth, Aſlone as Je⸗ 
ſus then receiued of the vineger. he layd: It is ft- 
niſhed. a bowed his head, and gaue vp the ghoſt. 
The Jewes therekoze, becauſe it was the pzepa- 
ryng of the Sabboth; that the bodies ſhoulde not 
remapne vppon the croſſe on the Sabboth dape;

And agapne another ſcripture ſaith:they hall 
loke vpon hym whom they haue-pearſed. Ikter 
this, Joſeph of Tramathia (whiche was a * 
| ciple 
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eiple of Jeſus, but ſecretly foꝛ feare of the Jewes) 
beſought Pylate that he myght take downe the 
body of Jeſus. Ind Pylate gaue hym licence. He 
came therefoze and toke the body of Jeſus , Ind 
there came alſo Nicodemus(Wwhich at the begin- 
nynge came to Jeſus by nyght) and b:ougyt of 
Mypꝛre and Aloes myngled together, avout an 
oundzeth pounde weight. Then toke they the bo- 
dp of Jeſus, and wound it in linnen clothes with 
the Odours,as the maner of the Jewes is to bu⸗ 
ry, Ind in the place where he was crucikied. there 
was a garden, and in the garden a newe Sepul⸗ 
chꝛe, wherein was neuer man lapde: There lapde 
they Jeſus therefoze becauſe of the pꝛeparyng of 
the Sabbothe of the Jewes, koꝛ the Sepulchze 
was nye at Hande,
